St. Louis Subtreasury, made an emphatic reply Saturday to the 
majority report of the Committee on Claims of the national House 


of Represehtatives. 


The report refers to the Dyer trial, ending 


in acquittal, as ‘‘a-farce from beginning to end, conducted solely 

for the purpose of securing the acquittal of the defendant.’’ 
Judge Krum declared the committee’s report, criticising the 

presiding judge, John E. Carland of Sioux Falls, S. D., to. be 


‘‘ntterly absurd.’’ He also characterized as * 


‘an absolute dimen: 


ity’’ any charge of irregularity or improper influence of any sort

Certain Evidence Excladed. 


In connection with this evidence we 
call attention to the ruling of the 
Court upon the trial of David P.

Was Aided by Ferguson. 

The facts were that Dyer falsified 
the count on Oct. 5, 1906, and was 
aided and abetted by Ferguson in so 
doing. And probably the same con- 
dition and the same opportunity for 
falsification on Aug. 13, 1906. 

The committee further call atten- 
tion to the fact that the Court seem- 
ingly determined that no evidence 
should go to the jury that might in 
the slightest degree reflect upon the 

" defendant when the Government of- 
fered such evidence as it had mm ref- 
erence to the habits and conduct of 
Dyer covering the period after Aug. 
13, 1906, this was ruled out on the 
ground that sexual immorality did, 
not tend to prove dishonesty. 

It occurs to the committee that 
with these rulings of the Court it 
was no wonder that the special as- 
sistant to the Attorney-General said 
in his report to the Department of 
Justice that he could not help feeling 
that there had been a miscarriage 
of justice in this case. The only 
wonder is that he did not say that 
the trial was a farce from beginning 
to end and conducted solely for the 
purpose of securing the acquittal of 
the defendant, which he would have 
been more than justifiable in saying, 
in view of the facts. 

Miscarriage of Justice. 


This miscarriage of justice may be 
partly accounted for by the fact that 
the record in this case shows that 
the defendant was the son of David 
P. Dyer, United States District At- 
torney at St. Louis, and a brother 
of the Assistant United States Dis- 
trict Attorney at the same place. 
And, in view of the fact that the 
paying teller, Ferguson, was assist- 
ing Dyer in covering up the shortage 
on Oct. 5, 1906, by passing to him a 
roll 6f bills already wrapped up and 
strapped in exact amount to make 
up the shortage, the committee can- 
not avoid the conclusion that he 
knew of the shortage and that he 
had been, party concerned in the 
benefits of the money derived from 
the embezzlement of Dyer, as is 
shown by the evidence. 

But the committee are clearly of 
the opinion that from the beginning 
to the end of this case, there is no 
evidence to show that Thomas J. 
Akins was in the slightest way guilty 
of any wrongdoing in connection 
with this shortage or in connection 
with the management of the Sub- 

, treasury. \° 

The statement of F. W. Lehmann, to 
which the majority of the committee re- 
fer, is contained in a letter from Mr. 
Lehmann to Attorney-General Bona- 
parte. The letter is quoted entire in the 
committee’s report, but the part re- 
ferred to is th.s: 

“I should have been greatly pleased 
if by the evidence the defendant was 
shown to be innocent, but as it is I can- 
not help but feel that there has been 
a miscarriage of justice.” 

Lehmann Assails Rulings. 

Following Dyer’s acquittal, so it de- 
velops from correspondence published 
in the majority report, an effort was 
made to try both Ferguson and Dyer 
for conspiracy to embezzle. But Mr. 
Lehmann took the ground that the suc- 
cessful prosecution of this charge had 
been barred by the result of the trial of 
Dyer for embezzlement. In this connec- 
tion, and as showing the attitude of the 
Court Mr. Lehmann wrote at length to 
M. D. Purdy, acting Attorney-General, 
and that letter is given im full in the 
majority report. A portion of it follows: 

“IT had a mass of evidence which I 
believed to be entirely competent re- 
lating to the habits of young Dyer 
and which showed a course of dissi- 
pation and asseciation with women, 
extending over a period of years and 
involving a measure of expenditure 
far beyond his legitimate resources. 
I had cab arivers who took him out 
at night, and the women with whom 
he associated, and beyond this, there 
were specific instances which did not 
depend upon the testimony of the cab 
drivers or of the women. 

“As for example, one night about 
midnight he came to a place of bad 
repute in company with another man 
and two women, and while there said

he had been robbed of $186 by either 
the women or some negroes in the 
place. He had the police called in 
and the women,and negroes were 
searched, but finally concluded not 
to press the matter and all were re- 
leased. For this transaction we had 
the testimony of tne police officers. 


Witnesses Were Reluctant. 
“Dyer admitted on cross-examina- 


tion that on the night of Oct. 4, he 
drank heavily and visited disorderly 
houses. These two instances I re- 
garded as important, because they 
did not depend upon the testimony of 
the women, and served strongly to 
corroborate the other testimony. 

“Persinally I am _ corivinced that 
these women told the truth, because 
they were very reluctant to bear 
any testimony against him and it 
was very evident that they mini- 
mized matters to the utmost. 

‘The evidence I had also showed 
that Ferguson was a frequent asso- 
ciate of Dyer’s in his dissipation, 
but he was not always with him, nor 
was he anything like so lavish as 
Dyer in the expenditure of money. 
The testimony of the women was 
that Dyer was the spender, and Fer- 
guson was something of a parasite. 

“As to the materiality of this tes- 
timony with respect to, Dyer’s hab- 
its of living, I had aiid have no 
doubt whatever. I had collected a 
large number of authorities. holding 
that evidence of previous pecuniary 
condition and habits of expenditure 
of a person charged with embezzle- 
ment of trust funds is relevant and 
material, and I cited them to the 
Court, and no authorities were pro- 
duced to the contrary. 


Court Asked Impossibility. 


“But the Court held that inasmuch 

as the cashier had counted Dyer 
on Aug. 13, 1906, and found his books 
to be correct and had marked them 
‘O K,’ that he could not go back 
of this time, unless this count was 
specifically shown to be false. This, 
of course, it was impossible to show. 
I insisted, but to no purpose, that 
inasmuch as this count was of the 
same character as that made on Oct. 
5, and that the same facilities then 
existed for juggling of funds, the 
count of Aug. 13 was not conclusive. 
So the Court held me to show that 
the embezzlement occurred between 
Aug. 18 and Oct. § but his exclu- 
sion of testimony as to Dyer’s pre- 
vious habits, even in this regard, 
was not proper, because it was com- 
petent to show previous acts which 
would tend to show financial em- 
barrassment.’’ 

The majority report does not come 
out very strongly or at length on the 
question of Akins’ duty to collect the 
amounts for which Dyer and Ferguson 
were bonded. It was brought out in 
one of Mr. Lehmann’s letters that the 
bonding company was responsible, both 
for Akins as assistant treasurer and 
for Dyer and Ferguson as his assist- 
ants. 

Liability of Bonding Company. 
This company was willing, according 

to the understanding stated by Mr. Leh- 
mann, to pay the $18,000 liability on the 
Dyer bond, provided the Government 
would release the company from lia- 
bility to pay the entire shortage under 
Akins’ bond. Not a cent has been col- 
lected from the bonding company on 
any bond. One of the questions was 
whether the actiop against the bonding 
company on the Dyer and Ferguson 
bonds should be taken by Akins, or by 
the Government. The majority commit- 
tee apparently relieves Akins of any 
responsibility in this regard. 

Its statement on this point follows: 

It is admitted in this case that if 
the bonding company was liable for 


‘committee is 








any amount as to either Ferguson or 
Dyer, it would have been liable for 
$20,000 as surety for Ferguson and 
$18,000 as security for Dyer, and the

Sentiments of friendship may un- 
consciously cloud the judgment of 
the best and purest of men.

Not one of the communications be- 
fore this committee from any of the 
departments recommending the pas- 
sage of this bill correctly states the 
facts. For illustration, Secretary 
Shaw, in one of his letters, says: 

“It is due to the Assistant Treas- 
urer (Mr. Akins) to say that he had 
caused the cash of several tellers in 
the Subtreasury to be checked up 
and verified five times, I believe, 
within sixty days prior to the short- 
age. This, I think, clearly estab- 
lishes diligence on his part.” 

Inaccurate Statement Made, 

This statement is strikingly inac- 
curate. Instead of the several tell- 
ers, oniy one of them was checked 
up within 60 days of the shortage 
and he not five times as stated, but 
only once. This one checking up of 
that particular teller, it appears, was 
due to the accidental circumstance 
that he had been away on a vacation 
and his cage was counted up when 
he went back to work. How did 
Secretary Shaw happen to make such 
Did he 
be guilty/ of willful per- 
version? Such a thing is not be- 
lievable. He had simply been mis- 
led by his friend. 

Mr. Akins admits his lability and 
asks to be relieved. The burden is 
upon him. to make out his case by 
positive and convincing proof. He 
should have placed before the com- 
mittee and the House all of the facts 
and circumstances surrounding the 
shortage and his management of the 
Subtreasury. This he has not done. 
A bill was introduced for his relief 
in December, 1906, yet he did not ap- 
pear before this committee until Jan- 
uary, 1909. He did not come then un- 
til requested to do so by the chair- 
man. He offered no evidence except 
his unsworn statements. 


Hard to Get Information, 


The departments have been equal- 
ly reserved about furnishing the 
committee with the facts. The chair- 
man of this committee has been per- 
sistent in asking the departments to 
submit the evidence in their pogéses- 
sion. It has never been fully done. 
Although Mr. Akins’ bill was intro- 
duced in 1996, yet it was not until 
January, 1909, that the evidence upon 
which the Government went before 
the grand jury was submitted to this 
committee,-and then it came accom- 
panied with the letter from the At- 
torney-General, stating: 

‘“‘These minutes are sent you confi- 
dentially for the information of the 
committee and not for publication.”’

I.very member of the House is en- 


titled to read these rminutes before 
he is called upon to vote upon this 
bill. If this evidence were placed 
before the House it would shed much 
light upon the unhappy event which 
led to the loss of so large a sum of 
the people’s money. There is no 
pretense that any further. prosecu- 
tlons are to be undertaken by ‘he 
Government. The publication of the 
testimony- could not in any way pre- 
judice the Government. It would, 
however, contradict statements made 
by Mr. Akin to the department and 
to this committee. 


Inexcusable carelessness, both by 
the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington and by Mr. Akins has at- 
tended the management of the St. 
Louis subtreasury. 3 

At the time this shortage occurred 
the Subtreasury had not been 
checked up by anybody from _ the 
Treasury Department but once since 
1901 and this was when Akins was 
inducted into office. In reply to a 
letter from the President as to 
whether there was “anything wrong 
with the system’ under which this 
Subireasury was operated, Secretary 
Shaw replied: - : 

“Whether there is anything wrong 
with the system I cannot say.”’ 


Tellers Not Checked Up. 


So not only had the Treasury De- 
partment let this Subtreasury go un- 
checked, as above stated, but the 
Secretary of the Treasury was whol- 
ly ignorant of the system under 
which it was operated. 

A fair consideration of such facts 
as have come before the committee 
constrains us to believe that Mr. 
Akins did not exercise proper care 
in the management of the Subtreas- 
ury. Carelessness :s clearly shown 
in the failure to properly check up 
the tellers. 

It appears that the cashier was never 
checked up until after the shortage. 


This shortage was found in the cage 


of one of the tellers on Qct. 5. 1906. 
This teller had not been checked 
since Aug. 13. 

The paying teller and pecetving 
tellers occupled adjoining cages sup- 
plied with a revolving basket for 
passing money from one to the other. 
With such an arrangement it was 
easy for these two tellers to enter 
into a conspiracy to embezzle money 
and to conceal the shortage By pass- 
ing money from one to the other. 

This ought to have been apparent 
to the most casual observer, yet it is 
not shown that both of these tellers 
ever were simultaneously checked 
up. Had this been done there is 
every reason for believing that the 
shortage would have been discov- 
ered many months sooner and that, 
too, before it had reached such huge 
proportions. 

It has not been shown that the 
whole Subtreasury was ever simul- 
taneously checked up during the 
time Mr. Akins had been in charge 
of it. It was just as necessary for 
him to be watchful against loss by 
collusion among the employes as 
against the dishonesty of any one of 
them. 

There is nothing to show that any 
employe Was ever checked up by 
anybody but the casnier, Mr. John- 
gon. In Sitch a case, i¢ wr. Johnson 
were either careless, or in collusion, 
a shortage might have existed for

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until payday, 

That was an ordinary transaction 
with the men who handled money 
in that subtreasury.”’ 

This practice was not only \bad, 
but in violation of a positive stat- 
ute. Mr. Akins ought to have to 
known that it would tempt em- 
ployes to take out beyond their 
ability to replace. It is not un- 
likely that this habit was directly 


responsible for the shortage in this 


case. 

We think Mr: Akins was also 
careless in being absent from the 
subtreasury much of the time dur- 
ing the period preceding the discov- 
ery of the shortage. Just how much 
he was absent ‘is not certain. He 
was asked before the committee if 
he thought he was absent as much 
as 50 days during the summer and 
fall in which the shortage was dis- 
covered. He replied that he could 
not say. 


None of the employes wefe men 
of his selection. He reposed no spe- 
cial confidence in them. They were 
civil service employes. He ought not 
to have gone away for days at a 
time and left hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in their charge. His fre- 
quent absence would lead them to 
think they were not closely watched, 
and embolden the dishonest among 
them to embezzle the funds. 


Mr. Akins has, since the short- 
age occurred, shown such an utter 
disregard of the interests which 
had been intrusted to his care as 
should preclude hing from the relicf 
which he seeks, 

The circumstances establish 
clearly that there was an under- 
standing between Dyer and Fer- 
guson—a conspiracy. The _ facts 
also are that these two men had 
for three years been engaged 
jointly in nightly dissipations. 
Some nights they spent as high as 
$100 in a single brothel. Neither 
of thom had any means. 


Tellers Were Liable, 


These two tellers, Dyer and Fergu- 
son, were liable for the loss of the 
money. Mr. Akins had a bond by a 
solvent bonding company guarantee- 
ing him against loss by the miscon- 
duct of these two men—Dyer to the 
amount of $18,000 and Ferguson to 
the amount of $20,000. This was a 
personal liability to Mr. Akins him- 
self. The bond provided that suit 
should be commenced within one 
year after the discovery of the loss. 

Mr. Akins admitted that he was 
liable to the Government for the 
whole loss. Then, why did 
not pay over to the Government at 
least the amount of ‘the bonds, of 
these two tellers and proceed on the 
bond for the respective amounts? 
Had he done this it would have re- 
duced the loss from $61,500 to $23,500 
and he would have been if a much 
better position to ask reHef. Instead 
of doing this he has permitted the 
time within which he may sue to ex- 
pire, and asks relief for the whole 
amount. 

Mr. Akins cannot claim tnat he 
was not informed of his rights tn the 
premises. Secretary Shaw placed the 
matter very clearly before him in 
a letter. 

Mr. Lehmann, the special counsel 
of the Government im“the matter, 
gave the same advice as Secretary 
Shaw. 


Delay ta Bringing Suit. 

The bonding company never de- 
nied its liability to Mr. Akins for the 
$18,000 on account of Dyer, but, on 
the contrary, admitted it. 

Then, why did not Mr. Akins un- 
dertake to collect from the bonding 
company on account of these two 
tellers? -He waited until the year 
in which he could sue had expired, 
then he presses anew this bill for 
his relief. Was if his purpose to 
create a situation that would not 
only relieve himself, but Dyer and 
Ferguson and the bonding company 
as well? In fact, disregaruing the 
advice and instructions of the Treas- 
ury Department and the Department 
of' Justice, he deliberately waited, 
without a single effort to recover 
on the bonds, until action against 
the bonding company was barred 
and then, as @ ground for his re- 
lief, he sets up in behalf of the 
company this bar. 

In view of these facts, we fee] that 
Mr. Akins has been guilty of such 
gross negligence, %oth before and 
after the shortage, that he ought not 
to have the relief asked for in this

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HOW JINGOISM WORKS. 

In commenting on the cost of jingoism, the New 
York World quotes plain language from Senator 
Hale. Estimatins the cost of the navy next 
year at $160,000,000, he says: “This means that 
it will soon be the unescapable duty of Congress 
either to borrow money or to increase the taxes.” 

From a Republican United States Senator, je- 
precating the record of the jingo spirit in his own 
party, the language is strong. The record 
itself, as the Treasury Department is obliged to 
print it, is stronger still. It shows expense for 
war and navy of $66,500,000 in 1890, $190,000,000 
in 1900 and $293,000,000 in 1908—figures printed 
in the official “Summary of Commerce and 
Finance” to show the “Progress of the United 
States.” In this almost incredible showing of 
“progress,” the increase due to jingoism in eight 
years is greatly in excess of the total of 1890, 
while the total itself last year is over four times 
that of 1890. 

The cost is paid from the necessaries of life. 
With thousands of families studying the problem 
of “how to live on $5 a week” while the cost of 
everything needed to support life increases, Sen- 
ator Hale considers the problem of increasing tue 
taxes. More jingoism, more taxes; more taxes, 
higher prices for food and clothing, and then 
less to eat and wear for an increasing number Sf 
people who are trying to live on $5 a week. That 
is the way jingoism works. 
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When the United Railways pays its taxes it 
will be in better position to gain the good will 
of the public. 
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COSTLY LEGISLATIVE VAUDEVILLE. 

On the same day that a bill, known as an 
“administration measure’ and providing for a 
system of taxation to equalize assessments and 
yield a greater revenue, was introduced in the 
Missouri Legislature, the House wasted $325 of 
the people’s money in an intentional burlesque 
debate on the merits of a second bill providing 
for the payment of a bounty. on crows. 

For more than an hour the various speakers 
played low-comedy roles in this discussion. One 





for the killing of a white crow. It was the idea 
of another that this be made applicable to “Jim 
Crows” as well. A third urged the defining of 
the “open season” for crow killing, also the pro- 
hibiting of pot shooting. A fourth recommended 
the preserving of the slain crows in alcohol.

The people of the State will not miss the sig- 
nificance of this spectacle of Missouri legislators 
wasting the money of taxpayers in cracking jokes 
about crows at $5 a minute cost, in face of the 
necessity of legislation to increase the State’s 
revenue.

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THE MINING BUREAU BIEL. 

In May, 1908, the House of Representatives 
passed a bill creating a Federal Bureau of Mines 
for purposes of investigation. It was designed 
to give the states the benefit of the information 
collected, but did not propose Federal inspection 
or in any other way to interfere with state super- 
vision. This bill is held up in the Senate “for 








During the past 19 years nearly 30,000 men have 
lost their lives in mine disasters, besides a much 
greater number maimed and permanently disa- 
bled. And the story grows blacker in view of 
the fact that the death rate has more than 
doubled since 1896. 

We are far behind the countries of Europe in 
prevention work. In 1906 the number of coal 
miners killed in France was less than .84 per 


in the United 
States 8.40 per thousand.’ For the years 1907- 
1908 and 1909 the average has been much higher. 

Such a eontrast does no credit to the spirit of 
humanity as exhibited in this country, nor to 
the political sagacity and business sense of the 
people. Experts agree that our mines are natural- 
ly the safest in the world. And yet our death 
rate is from three to five times higher than that 
of Belgium and France and from two to three 
times higher than that of benighted Russia.

Exonerating United States Subtreasurer Akins 


from liability or blame for the shortage of $61,- 
500 in his office, the majority report of the House 
Investigating Committee contains extraordinary 
statements concerning the trial of D. P. Dyer Jr,, 
who was acquitted on a charge of embezzling the 
money. The amazing assertion is made that 
the trial was “evidently conducted for the pur- 
pose of acquitting Dyer.” Quoting Attorney Leh- 
man as intimating that there was a miscarriage of 
justice, the report continues: 

“The only wonder is that he did not say the trial 
was a farce from beginning to end, and conducted 
solely for the purpose of securing the acquittal of the 
deferidant, which he would have been more than 
justified in saying, in view of the facts.” 

The report goes beyond this and mentions as 
a factor in the mistrial the incumbency of the 
father and the brother of the defendant in the 
offices of United States District Attorney and 
assistant. 

The report ought not to stop there. Col. D. P. 
Dyer, who was at the time of the trial United 
States District Attorney, now on the bench of 
the United States District Court and his son, 
his former assistant, withdrew from participation 
in the prosecution of the case against D. P. 
Dyer Jr. 

But such blunt and direct charges of a mis- 
carriage of justice and of the deliberately im- 
proper and farcical conduct of a criminal case in 
a United States court should not stand without 
specific details. Thé public is entitled to know 
precisely why justice was blocked in this Fed- 
eral court and how. If improper influences were 
brought to bear upon the conduct of the case, who 
brought them and who yielded to them, and how 
they operated should be made clear. These 
sweeping charges of misconduct, supplemented 
with insinuations and implications tend to bring 
the court and the whole machinery of justice into 
contempt and disrepute, 

The Committee’s strictures on Judge Carland, 
who tried the case, make it imperative that Con- 
gress take further action. The trial judge should 
be vindicated or the judiciary purged of the re- 
proach of improper trial methods. 


It takes monopoly lawyers a long time to 
find out that a vigorous prosecution is not “a 
mere play to the galleries.” This notion, how- 
ever, has been exploded by the decision gf the 
Missouri Supreme Court, and the sooner they 
accept the accomplished fact the better it will 


be for them. 
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A STRICTLY PARTISAN VIEW. 

Some Democrats oppose the Municipal Court bill 
on the ground that St. Louis is a Republican city 
and that if the judges are elected on a general 
ticket Republican candidates would have an undue 
advantage in the contest for all the judgeships. 

This argument is not on a very high plane, but 
it is not true that St. Louis is a Republican city. 
An inspection of the election returns for the past 
15 years will convince any inquirer that the Dem- 
ocrats have lost only where their nominees have 
been unfit men, or when the ticket has been 
handicapped with names of men whom the voters 
are unwilling to trust. 

No party can command the confidence of a:com- 
munity which repeatedly and knowingly nominates 
unfit men. And if the Democratic party wants 
to strengthen its hold upon the city of St. Louis 
nothing will so strengthen it as the Municipal 
Court proposed by this bill. Both parties will 
find it to their interest to put their best men 
forward. And with the best men on both tickets 
the Democrats would certainly not be at a disad- 
vantage. 
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Optimistic souls will find much encourage- 
ment in the fact that the Wood River Horse 
Thief Detective Society of Alton is embarrassed 
with a surplus in its treasury because there are 
no longer any horse thieves to detect.

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ANOTHER RECORD BROKEN. 

The ocean greyhound comes to the fore again as 
a record breaker. The great turbine steamer 
Mauretania is the perfected machine which has 
placed speed achievement in ocean travel a notch 
higher. For the winter course of 2800 miles from 
Liverpool to New York the Mauretania reduced 
her own best record by two hours and twenty- 
five minutes and lowered the best record by one 
hour and fifty-six minutes. She also made 671 
knots in 24 hours—the best day’s run on record. 
The time of the trip was four days 17 hours and 
56 minutes. 

Ship builders have demonstrated that improv- 
ing the speed of ocean steamships is merely a 
matter of increasing the power and size and 
strength of the vessel to meet the required condi- 
tions. How far it is possible to go has not been 
fully determined. Improved materials, higher 
power but smaller engines, lighter and better 
fuel are changing factors which bring greater 
achievements within reach. To Europe in four 
days is a near possibility and that makes 
the long journey a pleasant excursion. 
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The battleship fleet will be in Hampton Roads 
next Tuesday. Whatever may have been the pur- 
pose or the policy of the cruise, it has demon- 
strated American skill and intelligence and ca- 
pacity for severe discipline. If these qualities 
were more diligently devoted to the arts of 
peace what a great people we should “be.

shaw’s “Aline of the Grand Woods” 
as simply and beautifully as he has 
written that sweet and fine novel of 
Louisiana, it would not want for read- 
ers. You would yourself want to ex- 
perience its quiet charm—to inhale the 
pure breath of the salt marsh—to hear 
the music of the Grand Woods, and to 
know the quaint Cajuns who are proud 
of their English. The quality of great- 
ness struggles to assert itself from

a unique and somewhat noteworthy 

contribution in the “Lincoln” of 
Dr. Denton J. Snider. 

The book is but meagerly historical 
and biographical, It is like the histories 
of Carlyle in some respects, a few iso- 
lated facts and incidents being selected 
by’ the author as the theme of philo- 
sophical discussions, which form the 
real essence of the work. But only in 

. this superficial aspect is the “Lincoln” 
like Carlyle’s work, The great English- 
man wrote with a flery, tmpetuous cyn- 
iclam. The “Lincoln” is written as 
though the auther were some sage of 


| 


ancient Athens, who had found in his 
own experience and within his own ken 
a hero like unto the Homeric heroes. 
And the reader fs stmck with the 
underlying truth of the statement made 
by the author, that Lincoln’s earlier 
life, up to-the time of his marriage and 
first race for Congress, did possess a 
marked similarity to the lives of the 
champions in the great epies of the 
world’s young culture. Especially in his 
boyhood days near Gentryville, Ind., 
and at New Salem, IIl., is this simili- 
tude made apparent. 
It is startling, yet withal most fasci- 
nating, to find the Mfe of the rugged, 
homely Lincoln treated as a tale of 
classic Greece, but, in truth, the book 
leaves one with a clearer conception of 
what that life meant than any mere 
biography could have dene. 
But the Snider ‘‘Lincoln” is more than 
a poetic conception. It is brimful of 
profound philosophy, not the philosophy 
of the political economist, not even the 
broader philosophy of the historian who 
treats a single life as part and par- 
cel of a people’s development, spiritual] 
aS well as material. But the broader, 
deeper philosophy which treats the life 
under discussion and the people from 
which it sprung as incidents of beauty 
and importance in the great onward 
and upward Sweep—not of the nation 
not of the civilized world, but untver- 
Bally, of all mankina slowly working 
Out its inscrutable destiny. 

And in this respect, too, the book is 
striking and unusual and well worth 
the reading. (Sigma Publishing Co.)

Cramer, as chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Railroads, made a minority re- 
port in favor of his bill. Councilmen 
Ewing and Schneiderhahn, one a Demo- 
crat and the other a Republican, joined 
In a recommendation that it be filed.
